Sir-  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  covering 
its  operations  for  the  first  quarter  of  1939,  and  f^^  the  Period  from  the 
organization  of  the  Corporation  on  February  2,  1932,  to  March  31, 
1939,  inclusive. 

OPERATIONS — first    QUARTER    OF    1939 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1939,  the  operations  of  the  Corporation 

were  as  follows:  .       ^.  r^  -  •        a   ^ 

Under  section  5  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act 
as  amended,  20  authorizations  were  made,  which,  ^t^ogether  with 
increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggregated  $75,184,UUy.b/, 
as  follows:  $447,168.47  to  banks  and  trust  companies  (including 
$368,885.97  to  aid  in  the  reorganization  or  hquidation  ol  closed 
banks);  $1,730,438.35  to  building  and  loan  associations  (including 
$164,838.35  to  receivers  of  a  closed  building  and  loan  association  ; 
$62  964,402.85  to  mortgage  loan  companies;  and  $10,042,000  to  rail- 
roads (including  a  purchase  of  $640,000  of  securities  from  receivers 
of  a  railroad;  and  $350,000  representing  guaranty  ol  a  note  ot  a

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$21,723,866.22;  purchases  of  participations  and  agreements  to  pur- 
chase participations,  $9,844,556.65. 

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  15  loans  to  public  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects 
authorized  under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law,  aggregating 
$572,300,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  5e  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  four  loans  on  the  assets  of  closed  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies, aggregating  $245,465,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  304,  title  III,  of  the  act  approved  March.  9,  1933,  as 
amended,  the  Corporation  made  16  authorizations,  aggregating 
$7,426,500,  as  follows:  Subscriptions  for  preferred  stock  of  banks  and 
trust  companies,  $7,376,500;  and  a  purchase  of  debentures  of  a  bank, 
$50,000. 

Under  section  36,  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Farm  Mortgage  Act 
of  1933,  as  amended,  31  loans  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  drainage,  levee, 
irrigation,  and  similar  districts,  etc.,  were  authorized,  which,  together 
with  an  increase  in  a  loan  previously  approved,  aggregated  $1,479,- 
799.08. 

Under  section  14  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended, 
which  empowers  the  Corporation  to  make  mining  loans,  etc.,  five  loans, 
aggregating  $61,000,  were  authorized. 

Under  the  act  approved  August  24,  1935,  one  loan  to  or  for  the  bene- 
fit of  a  tax-supported  public-school  district,  in  the  amount  of  $80,000, 
was  authorized. 

Under  section  3  (a)  of  the  Rural  Electrification  Act  of  1936,  as 
amended,  an  increase  in  the  am^ount  of  $40,000,000,  in  a  loan  previously 
approved,  was  authorized. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  634  authorizations  were  made  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1939.  These,  together  with  increases  in  authori- 
zations previously  made,  aggregated  $156,617,496.62.  Cancelations 
or  withdrawals  of  authorizations  made  during  the  first  quarter  and 
previously,  aggregated  $23,523,743.44. 

Disbursements  during  the  first  quarter  of  1939  were  $66,094,284.92; 
and  repayments,  $92,210,113.19.  The  decrease  in  the  amount  out- 
standing on  March  31,  1939,  as  compared  with  December  31,  1938, 
was  $26,115,828.27. 


OPEKATIONS FEBRUARY  2,  1932,  TO  MARCH  31,  1939,  INCLUSIVE 

During  the  entire  period  from  the  organization  of  the  Corporation 
on  February  2,  1932,  to  March  31,  1939,  inclusive,  the  following  were 
authorized: 

Under  section  5  of  the  Reconstructior  Fuiance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  19,680  authorizations  to  9,143  institutions,  aggregating 
$4,831,659,070.72,  were  made,  as  follows:  $2,457,552,185.27  to  7,347 
banks  and  trust  companies  (including  $1,122,710,749.12  to  aid  in  the 
reorganization  or  liquidation  of  closed  banks);  $155,415,637.75  to 
1,024  building  and  loan  associations  (including  $25,306,796.19  to 
receivers  of  closed  building  and  loan  associations);  $104,439,750.19 
to  133  iusurance  companies;  $706,376,800.53  to  423  mortgage  loan 
companies;  $642,967.80  to  7  credit  unions;  $399,636,000  to  12  Federal 
land  banks  (including  $193,618,000  representing  refinancing  of  loans 
previously  made  by  the  Corporation  to  Federal  land  banks  for  different 
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individuol  amounts,  but  in  the  same  aggregate  amount) ;  $29,035,359.13 
to  27  joint-stock  land  banks;  $9,250,000  to  8  Federal  mtermediate 
credit  banks;  $6,120,867.59   to  20   agricultural  credit  corporations; 
$178  840  452.48  (rediscounts)  to  12  regional  agricultural  credit  cor- 
porations and  their  branches;  $14,511,327.88  to  19  livestock  credit 
corporations;  $755,914,216.95  to  81  railroads  (mcludmg  $19,586,708

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  7,434  authorizations  to  6,471  business  enterprises, 
aeo-regating  $319,532,670.61,  were  made  as  follows:  Loans  m  the 
amount  of  $244,797,789.74  (including  $5,577,861.44  of  participations 
sold,  or  to  be  sold)  to  5,100  businesses;  purchases  of  participations 
and  agreements  to  purchase  participations  in  the  amount  of  $74,734,- 
880.87  in  loans  to  1,371  businesses.  ^.  ^  .        , 

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  89  loans  aggregating  $91,258,427.81  to  74  public  agencies 
to  aid  in  financing  projects  authorized  under  Federal,  State,  or 
municipal  law,  were  authorized.  .  ^  .        . 

Under  section  5e  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  200  loans  aggregating  $89,209,755.98  on  the  assets  of  189 
closed  banks  and  trust  companies,  were  authorized. 

Under  the  Emergencv  Rehef  and  Construction  Act  of  1932,  as 
amended,  841  authorizations  to  336  applicants,  aggregating  $2,484,- 
687,852.85,  were  made  as  follows:  under  section  1,  title  I,  $300,- 
000,000  was  made  available  to  42  States  and  2  Territories  for 
purposes  of  reUef  and  work  relief;  under  section  201  (a),  title  II,  as 
amended,  loans  or  contracts  aggregatuig  $400,092,487.36  were  author- 
ized to  176  appUcants  for  self-hquidating  projects,  and  loans  aggre- 
gating $10,450,232.20  were  authorized  to  6  applicants  for  financing 
the  repair  or  reconstruction  of  buildings  damaged  by  earthquake, 
fire,  tornado,  or  cvclone  in  1933;  under  section  201  (c),  title  II,  loans 
aggregating  $83,370,955.22  were  authorized  to  4  applicants  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  sales  in  foreign  markets  of  agricultural  sur- 
pluses; and  under  section  201  (d),  title  II,  loans  aggregating  $1,690,- 
774,178.07  were  authorized  to  106  apphcants  to  aid  in  financing  the 
carrying  and  orderlv  marketing  of  agricultural  commodities  and 
hvestock,  produced  m  the  United  States  (including  authorizations 
of  $1,604,712,664.99  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation). 

Under  section  304,  title  III,  of  the  act  approved  March  9,  1933,  as 
amended,  8,635  loans  on  and  subscriptions  for  preferred  stock,  and 
purchases  of  capital  notes  or  debentures,  of  6,850  banks  and  trust 
companies,  aggregating  $1,328,131,714,  were  authorized,  as  follows: 
1,120  loans  secured  by  preferred  stock  of  banks  and  trust  companies, 
$23,189,755;  4,382  subscriptions  for  preferred  stock  of  banks  and  trust 
companies,  $871,354,984;  and  3,133  purchases  of  capital  notes  or 
debentures  of  banks  and  trust  companies,  $433,586,975. 
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Under  section  5,  title  I,  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1933, 
as  amended,  two  loans  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  acquire 
cotton,  aggregating  $23,500,000,  were  authorized.  Of  this  amount 
$20,200,000  was  canceled. 

Under  section  36,  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Farm  Mortgage  Act 
of  1933,  as  amended,  1,070  loans  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  633  drainage, 
levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts,  etc.,  aggregating  $138,190,- 
776.19,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  1  of  the  act  approved  June  10,  1933,  as  amended,  1 
subscription  for,  and  12  loans  on,  the  preferred  stock  of  10  insurance 
companies,  aggregating  $34,475,000,  were  authorized,  as  follows:  Loans 
secured  by  preferred  stock  of  9  insurance  companies,  $34,375,000; 
and  a  subscription  for  preferred  stock  of  1  insurance  company, 
$100,000. 

Under  the  act  approved  April  13,  1934,  as  amended,  705  loans  to 
667  borrowers  to  finance  the  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  flood, 
or  other  catastrophe,  aggregating  $5,734,288.75,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  14  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended, 
147  loans  to  128  borrowers  engaged  in  the  business  of  minmg,  milling, 
or  smelting  of  ores,  etc.,  aggregating  $12,676,500,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  16  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended, 
one  loan  of  $22,500,000  for  the  purpose  of  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  was  authorized.     Of  this  amount  $200,000  was  canceled. 

Under  the  act  approved  August  24,  1935,  29  loans  to  27  tax- 
supported  pubhc-school  districts  or  other  similar  pubhc-school 
authorities  in  charge  of  public  schools,  aggregating  $2,086,800,  were 

authorized.  •        k         n         n 

Under  section  3  (a)  of  the  Rural  Electrification  Act  of  1936,  as 
amended,  one  loan  in  the  amount  of  $146,500,000  was  authorized. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  authorizations,  aggregating  $9,567,- 
392  856.91  were  made  during  the  period  from  February  2,  1932,  to 
March  31,  1939,  inclusive.  Of  this  amount,  $2,104,817,382.21  was 
later  withdrawn  or  canceled,  and  $7,041,498,611.81  was  disbursed. 
Repayments  and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $5,259,110,525.54,  of 
which  $282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the  Corporation's 
notes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24, 
1938,  equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  disbursed  for  relief 
and  work  relief  under  title  I  of  the  emergency  Relief  and  Construction 
Act  of  1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $1,782,388,086.27  outstanding 
on  the  books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of  March  31,  1939. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  March  31,  1939, 
agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $423,666,574.51,  upon 
the  performance  of  specified  conditions. 

SECURITIES    PURCHASED    FROM    FEDERAL    EMERGENCY   ADMINISTRATION 

OF    PUBLIC    WORKS 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  approved 
June  19,  1934,  the  Corporation  during  the  first  quarter  of  1939, 
agreed  to  purchase  $457,000  net  face  amount  of  marketable  securities, 
and  approved  increases  aggregating  $368,000,  m  the  face  amount  ot 
marketable  securities  previously  authorized  to  be  purchased  from  the 
Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works. 
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From  June  19,  1934,  to  March  31,  1939,  inclusiye,  the  Corporation 
purchased  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Admmistration  of  Public 
Works  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $635,179,548  90.  Of  this 
amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $450,663,796  22  were  sold 
at  a  premium  of  $12,974,150.75  (including  securities  having  a  par 
value  of  $62,688,149.30  sold  to  issuers  prior  to  maturity  at  a  premium 
of  $326,540.64).  Securities  having  a  par  value  of  $160,/0D,995.iy 
were  held  at  the  close  of  business  March  31,  1939.  In  addition,  the 
Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be  held  and  collected  or  sold 
at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  having  an  aggregate  par  value 
of  $59,055,000  as  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration  ol  FubUc 
Works' is  in  a  position  to  deliver  from  time  to  time. 

PAYMENTS  TO  THE  FEDERAL  HOUSING  ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housing  Act  approved 
June  27,  1934,  the  Corporation  during  the  first  quarter  ol  1939,  paid 
$2  125,000  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator.  This  made  a  total 
of '$69,'l46,074.55  so  paid  through  March  31,  1939. 

DISASTER    LOAN    CORPORATION 

Under  the  act  approved  February  11,  1937,  as  amended,  creating  a 
Disaster  Loan  Corporation  with  nonassessable  capital  stock,  and 
empowering  it  to  make  such  loans  as  it  may  determine  to  be  necessary 
or  appropriate  because  of  floods  or  other  catastrophes  m  the  years 
1936;  1937,  1938,  1939,  or  1940,  the  Corporation  during  the  tirst 
quarter  of  1939,  subscribed  and  paid  for  $2  000,000  of  ttie  capit^^^^^^^^k 
of  Disaster  Loan  Corporation.  This  made  a  total  of  $14,000,000  so 
subscribed  and  paid  for  through  March  31,  1939. 

NOTES    OF    THE    RECONSTRUCTION    FINANCE    CORPORATION 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1939,  the  Corporation: 
Authorized  the  issuance  and  the  offering  for  sale  by  the  Secretary  ot 
the  Treasury  of  $300,000,000,  or  thereabouts,  of  series  R  seven-eightlis 
of  1  percent  notes  at  par  plus  a  premium  of  one-fourth  ol  1  percent

Sold  $300,000  series  P  notes;  $18,000,000  series  Q-2  notes;  and 
$310,090,000  series  R  notes.  Redeemed  and  ^^^nceled  $180,000 
series  K  notes;  $300,000,000  of  its  series  Q-1  note;  and  $89  000,000 
series  Q-2  notes.  In  addition,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  ol  the  act 
approved  February  24,  1938,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  canceled 
the  Corporation's  series  Q-1  note  to  the  extent  of  $4,240,175.74,  such 
amount  bemg  equal  to  disbursements  by  the  Corporation  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1939,  for  allocations  to  other  Governmental  agencies 
As  of  March  31,  1939,  there  were  outstanding  $1,198,744,878.43  ot 
the  Corporation's  notes,  as  follows:

Repay- 
ments and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $5,460,811,431.04,  of  which 
$282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the  Corporation's  notes, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1938, 
equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  disbursed  for  rehef  and  work 
relief  under  title  I  of  the  Emergency  ReUef  and  Construction  Act  of 
1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $1,752,927,984.04  outstanding  on  the 
books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of  June  30,  1939. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  June  30,  1939, 
agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $467,205,860.51,  upon  the 
performance  of  specified  conditions. 

PAYMENTS    UNDER    FEDERAL    EMERGENCY   RELIEF   ACT    OF     1933 

Under  section  2  (a)  and  section  6  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Rehef 
Act  of  1933,  the  Corporation,  during  the  second  quarter  of  1939,  dis- 
bursed $1  for  the  account  of  the  Works  Progress  Administrator  (as 
successor  to  the  Federal  Emergency  Rehef  Administrator)  for  ex- 
penses necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  that  act,  making  a  net 
total  of  $349,011.22  so  disbursed  through  June  30,  1939.  Upon 
certification  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administrator,  the  Cor- 
poration, under  the  provisions  of  the  act  mentioned,  had  made  pay- 
ments for  rehef  aggregating  $499,650,000  through  June  30,  1939. 


SECURITIES  PURCHASED  FROM  FEDERAL  EMERGENCY  ADMINISTRATION  OF 

PUBLIC    WORKS 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  ap- 
proved June  19,  1934,  the  Corporation  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1939,  agreed  to  purchase  $5,558,500  net  face  amount  of  marketable 
securities  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Pubhc 
Works  and  canceled  $22,794,000  (face  amount)  of  authorizations  to 
purchase  such  securities,  made  during  prior  quarters. 

From  June  19,  1934,  to  June  30,  1939,  inclusive,  the  Corporation 
purchased  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public 
Works  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $640,944,048.90.  Of  this 
amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $470,433,020.72  were  sold 
at  a  premium  of  $13,461,747.75  (including  securities  having  a  par 
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value  of  $64,530,674.30  sold  to  issuers  prior  to  maturity  at  a  premium 
of  $374  140  64).  Securities  having  a  par  value  ol  $143,98^^89.91 
were  held  at  the  close  of  business  June  30,  1939.  In  addition,  the 
Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be  held  and  collected  or  sold 
at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  having  an  aggregate  par jaljie 
of  $36,055,000  as  the  Federal  Emergency  Adnamistration  ot  Tublic 
Works  is  in  a  position  to  deliver  from  time  to  time. 

PAYMENTS  TO  THE  FEDERAL  HOUSING  ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housmg  Act  approved 
June  27,  1934,  the  Corporation  during  the  second  quarter  ol  1939, 
paid  $4,400,000  to  the  Federal  Housing  Admmistrator.  This  made 
a  total  of  $73,546,074.55  so  paid  through  June  30,  1939. 

DISASTER   LOAN   CORPORATION 

Under  the  act  approved  February  11,  1937,  as  amended,  creating 
a  Disaster  Loan  Corporation  with  nonassessable  capital  stock,  and 
empowering  it  to  make  such  loans  as  it  may  determme  to  be  necessary 
or  appropriate  because  of  floods  or  other  catastrophes  m  the  years 
1936  1937,  1938,  1939,  or  1940,  the  Corporation  durmg  the  second 
quarter  of  1939,  subscribed  and  paid  for  $4,000,000  of  the  capital 
stock  of  Disaster  Loan  Corporation.  This  made  a  total  of  $18,000,000 
so  subscribed  and  paid  for  through  June  30,  1939. 

NOTES    OF    THE    RECONSTRUCTION   FINANCE    CORPORATION 

During  the  second  quarter  of  1939,  the  Corporation— 
Sold  $500,000  series  P  notes;  and  $33,000,000  series  Q-2  notes; 
and  redeemed  and  canceled  $133,000,000  of  its  series  Q-1  note;  and 
$28  000,000  series  Q-2  notes.  In  addition,  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1938,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  canceled  the  Corporation's  series  Q-1  note  to  the  extent  ot 
$8,508,251,  such  amount  being  equal  to  disbursements  by  the  Cor- 
poration during  the  second  quarter  of  1939,  for  allocations  to  other

Of  this  amount,  $2,142,779,013.52 
was  later  withdrawn  or  canceled,  and  $7,292,933,361.34  was  disbursed.

maturity  at  a  premium  of  $374,140.64).  wSecurities  having  a  par 
value  of  $151,206,419.41  were  held  at  the  close  of  business  September 
30,  1939.  In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be 
held  and  collected  or  sold  at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  haying 
an  aggregate  par  value  of  $27,261,000  as  the  Administration  is  in  a 
position  to  deliver  from  time  to  time. 

PAYMENTS  TO  THE  FEDERAL  HOUSING  ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housing  Act  approved 
June  27,  1934,  the  Corporation  during  the  third  quarter  of  1939,  paid 
$3,000,000  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator.  This  made  a  total 
of  $76,546,074.55  so  paid  through  September  30,  1939. 

DISASTER  LOAN  CORPORATION 

Under  the  act  approved  February  11,  1937,  as  amended,  creatuig  a 
Disaster  Loan  Corporation  with  nonassessable  capital  stock,   and 
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mpowering  it  to  make  such  loans  as  it  may  determine  to  be  necessary 
r  appropriate  because  of  floods  or  other  catastrophes  in  the  years 
936,  1937,  1938,  1939,  or  1940,  the  Corporation  during  the  third 
uarter  of  1939,  subscribed  and  paid  for  $2,000,000  of  the  capital 
bock  of  Disaster  Loan  Corporation.  This  made  a  total  of  $20,000,000 
3  subscribed  and  paid  for  through  September  30,  1939. 

NOTES  OF  THE  RECONSTRUCTION  FINANCE  CORPORATION 

During  the  third  quarter  of  1939,  the  Corporation — 
Sold  $100,000  Series  P  notes;  and  $125,000,000  series  Q-2  notes; 
nd  redeemed  and  canceled  $57,000,000  of  its  series  Q-1  note;  and 
65,000,000  series  Q-2  notes.

Under  section  5  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  20  authorizations  were  made,  which,  together  with 
increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggregated  $61,749,866.59,  as 
follows:  $11,600  to  a  bank;  $3,189,000  to  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciations; $43,160,266.59  to  mortgage  loan  companies  (including 
$323  700.02  of  a  participation  to  be  sold);  $350,000  to  a  joint-stock 
land' bank;  and  $15,039,000  to  railroads  (including  P^i^jjases  of 
$11,120,000  equipment  trust  certificates  of  railroads,  and  $z5,b«U,UUU 
equipment  trust  certificates  of  a  railroad  and  of  its  trustees).

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  14  loans  to  pubhc  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects 
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authorized  under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law,  aggregating  $8,023,- 
000,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  5e  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  one  loan  on  the  assets  of  a  closed  bank  and  trust  company, 
in  the  amount  of  $298,034.17  (including  $25,332.90  of  a  participation 
to  be  sold),  was  authorized. 

Under  section  201  (c),  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Relief  and  Construc- 
tion Act  of  1932,  a  loan  in  the  amount  of  $10,000,000  was  authorized. 
This  loan,  together  wdtli  an  increase  in  another  authorization  previ- 
ously made,  amounted  to  $10,058,110. 

Under  section  304,  title  III,  of  the  act  approved  March  9,  1933,  aa 
amended,  the  Corporation  made  13  authorizations,  aggregating 
$61,395,000,  as  follows:  Subscriptions  for  preferred  stock  of  banks  and 
trust  companies,  $61,380,000;  and  purchases  of  debentures  of  banks,.

Under  section  36,  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Farm  Mortgage  Act  of 
1933,  as  amended,  24  loans  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  drainage,  levee, 
irrigation,  and  similar  districts,  aggregating  $570,787.08,  were  au- 
thorized. 

Under  section  14  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended,. 
which  empowers  the  Corporation  to  make  mining  loans,  etc.,  one  loan 
in  the  amount  of  $10,000  was  authorized. 

Under  the  act  approved  August  24,  1935,  two  loans  to  tax-supported 
public-school  districts  or  other  similar  public-school  authorities  in 
charge  of  public  schools,  aggregating  $550,750,  were  authorized.

1  Under  the  provisions  of  sec.  3  (a)  of  an  act  approved  June  16,  1934  (Public,  No.  362,  73d  Cong.)  the  Cor- 
poration is  required  to  purchase  debentures  or  other  obligations  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corpora- 
tion, upon  its  request,  up  to  but  not  exceeding  $250,000,000.  The  Corporation  has  not  been  called  upon  to 
purcnase  any  such  obligations. 

Unaer  the  provisions  of  sec.  4  of  the  National  Housing  Act  the  Corporation  has  disbursed  $79,546,074.,55 
and  is  further  authorized  and  directed  to  make  available  such  funds  as  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator 
may  deem,  necessary. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Public,  No.  5,  of  the  75th  Cong.,  as  amended  Mar.  4,  1939,  the  Corporation  is 
required  to  purchase  nonassessable  capital  stock  of  the  Disaster  Loan  Corporation,  upon  its  request,  up  to 
but  not  exceeding  $40,000,000.    The  Corporation  has  purchased  such  stock  to  the  extent  of  $24,000,000. 

Under  the  provisions  of  sec.  201  (e)  of  the  Emergency  Relief  and  Construction  Act  of  1932  and  sec.  33  (b) 
of  the  Farm  Credit  Act  of  1937,  the  Corporation  is  required  to  pay  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  regional 
agricultural  credit  corporations.  The  Corporation  has  allocated  $17,722,965.22  for  such  expenses.  Of  this 
amount  $17,329,468.14  has  been  disbursed  and  $393,497.08  remains  available  for  disbursement  for  expenses 
incurred  up  to  Tune  30,  1940. 

Pursuant  to  sec.  84  of  the  Farm  Credit  Act  of  1933,  as  amended,  .$39,500,000  is  held  in  a  revolving  fund  of 
which  $37,000,000  is  held  by  the  Corporation  and  the  balance  of  .$2,500,000  by  the  United  States  Treasury. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  Feb.  24,  1938  (Public,  No.  432,  75th  Cong.)  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  has  canceled  the  Corporation's  notes  in  the  amount  of  $2,720,255,177.07  on  account  of  amounts 
disbursed  by  the  Corporation  as  allocations  to  other  governmental  agencies  and  for  relief  by  direction  of 
Congress,  administrative  expense  in  connection  therewith  and  the  interest  paid  on  funds  borrowed  for  these 
purposes.  All  evidences  of  indebtedness  with  respect  to  such  advances  have  been  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  covering  its 
operations  for  the  second  quarter  of  1940,  and  for  the  period  from  the 
organization  of  the  Corporation  on  February  2,  1932,  to  June  30,  1940, 
inclusive. 

OPERATIONS — SECOND  QUARTER  OF  1940 

During  the  second  quarter  of  1940,  the  operations  of  the  Corporation 
were  as  follows: 

Under  section  5  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  24  authorizations  were  made,  which,  together  with 
increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggregated  $44,714,872.63, 
as  follows:  $674,624.93  to  banks  and  trust  companies  (including 
$624,000  to  aid  in  the  reorganization  or  liquidation  of  closed  banks); 
$1,113,500  to  building  and  loan  associations;  $10,312,747.70  to  mort- 
gage loan  companies  (including  $7,522.56  of  participations  to  be  sold); 
$800,000  to  a  joint-stock  land  bank;  and  $31,814,000  to  railroads 
(including  purchases  of  $1,112,000  equipment  trust  certificates  of 
railroads,  and  $2,750,000  equipment  trust  certificates  of  a  railroad  and 
of  its  receivers). 

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  the  Corporation  made  279  authorizations  to  business 
enterprises.  These  authorizations,  together  with  increases  in  authori- 
zations previously  made,  aggregated  $13,549,504.63,  as  follows: 
Loans,  $10,906,770.81  (including  $296,580.42  of  participations  sold, 
or  to  be  sold) ;  and  purchases  of  participations  and  agreements  to 
purchase  participations,  $2,642,733.82. 

Under  the  act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of 
the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  the  Corporation  author- 
ized two  purchases  of  capital  stock  of  corporations  created  by  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  to  aid  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  in  its  national  defense  program,  aggregating  $2,000,000. 

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  24  loans  to  public  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects 
authorized  under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law  were  authorized. 
These  loans,  together  with  increases  in  loans  previously  authorized, 
aggregated  $58,903,000. 
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Under  section  5e  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
as  amended,  three  loans  on  the  assets  of  closed  banks  were  authorized! 
These  loans,  together  with  an  increase  in  a  loan  previously  authorized 
aggregated  $145,087.71. 

Under  section  304,  title  III,  of  the  act  approved  March  9,  1933,  as 
amended,  the  Corporation  made  eight  authorizations,  aggregating 
$33,613,000,  as  follows:  A  loan  on  the  preferred  stock  of  a  bank  and 
trust  company,  in  the  amount  of  $30,000,000 ;  and  subscriptions  for  pre- 
ferred stock  of  banks  and  trust  companies,  $3,613,000. 

Under  section  36,  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Farm  Mortgage  Act  of 
1933,  as  amended,  29  loans  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  drainage,  levee, 
irrigation,  and  similar  districts,  aggregating  $1,863,831.36,  were 
authorized. 

Under  section  14  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended, 
which  empowers  the  Corporation  to  make  mining  loans,  etc.,.  three 
loans,  aggregating  $631,000,  were  authorized. 

Under  the  act  approved  August  24,  1935,  one  loan  to  a  tax-sup- 
ported public-school  district  in  the  amount  of  $110,000  was  authorized. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  373  authorizations  were  made  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1940.  These,  together  with  increases  in  authori- 
zations previously  made,  aggregated  $155,530,296.33.  Cancelations 
or  withdrawals  of  authorizations,  made  during  the  second  quarter  and 
previously,    aggregated   $15,930,299.58. 

Disbursements  during  the  second  quarter  of  1940  were  $109,003,- 
617.08;  and  repayments  and  other  reductions,  $93,041,592.43.  The 
increase  in  the  amount  outstanding  on  June  30,  1940,  as  compared 
with  March  31,  1940,  was  $15,962,024.65. 

OPERATIONS — FEBRUARY  2,   1932,  TO  JUNE  30,   1940,   INCLUSIVE 

During  the  entire  period  from  the  organization  of  the  Corporation 
on  February  2,  1932,  to  June  30,  1940,  inclusive,  the  following  were 
authorized:

1,078  building  and  loan  associations  (including  $25,306,796.19  to  re- 
ceivers of  closed  building  and  loan  associations);  $104,439,750.19  to 
133  insurance  companies;  $772,581,146.75  (including  $731,222.58  of 
participations  sold,  or  to  be  sold)  to  430  mortgage  loan  companies; 
$642,967.80  to  7  credit  unions;  $399,636,000  to  12  Federal  land  banks 
(including  $193,618,000  representing  refinancing  of  loans  previously 
made  by  the  Corporation  to  Federal  land  banks  for  different  individual

le  sold)  to  5,839  business  enterprises;  and  purchases  of  participations 
nd  agreements  to  purchase  participations  in  the  amount  of  $99,677,- 
23.49  (including  $23,878  of  participations  sold,  or  to  be  sold)  in  loans 
0  1,790  business  enterprises. 

Under  the  act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  two  purchases  of  capital 
tock  of  corporations  created  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpora- 
ion  to  aid  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  its  national  defense 
Togram,  aggregating  $2,000,000,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
s  ana  ended,  159  loans,  aggregating  $211,973,827.81,  to  139  public 
gencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects  authorized  under  Federal,  State, 
r  municipal  law  were  authorized. 

Under  section  5e  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act, 
s  amended,  212  loans,  aggregating  $91,780,051.86  (including  $74.- 
32.90  of  participations  sold,  or  to  be  sold),  on  the  assets  of  194  closed 
anks  and  trust  companies  were  authorized. 

Under  the  Emergency  Rehef  and  Construction  Act  of  1932,  as 
mended,  844  authorizations  to  338  applicants,  aggregating  $2,499.- 
62,143.31,  were  made  as  follows:  Under  section  1,  title  I,  $300,000,000 
ras  made  available  to  42  States  and  2  Territories  for  purposes  of 
ehef  and  work  rehef;  under  section  201  (a),  title  II,  as  amended,  loans 
r  contracts  aggregating  $400,092,487.36  were  authorized  to  176 
ppiicants  for  self-liquidating  projects,  and  loans  aggregating  $10,450,- 
32.20  were  authorized  to  6  applicants  for  financing  the  repair  or 
econstruction  of  buildings  damaged  by  earthquake,  fire,  tornado,  or 
yclone  in  1933;  under  section  201  (c),  title  II,  authorizations  aggre- 
ating  $98,445,245.68  were  made  to  6  applicants  for  the  purpose  of 
Jiancing  sales  in  foreign  m^arkets  of  agricultural  surpluses;  and  under 
ection  201  (d),  title  II,  loans  aggregating  $1,690,774,178.07  were 
uthorized  to  106  applicants  to  aid  in  financing  the  carrying  and 
rderly  marketing  of  agricultural  commodities  and  livestock,  produced 
Q  the  United  States  (mcluding  authorizations  of  $1,604,712,664.99  to 
he  Commodity  Credit  Corporation). 

Under  section  304,  title  III,  of  the  act  approved  March  9,  1933,  as 
mended,  8,695  loans  on  and  subscriptions  for  preferred  stock,  and 
>urchases  of  capital  notes  or  debentures,  of  6,866  banks  and  trust 
ompanies,  aggregating  $1,440,987,189,  were  authorized,  as  fohows: 
,122  loans  secured  by  preferred  stock  of  banks  and  trust  companies, 
153,098,525.76;  4,434  subscriptions  for  preferred  stock  of  banks  and 
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trust  companies,  $954,073,313.24;  and  3,139  purchases  of  capital 
notes  or  debentures  of  banks  and  trust  companies,  $433,815,350. 

Under  section  5,  title  I,  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1933, 
as  amended,  2  loans  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  acquire  cotton, 
aggregating  $23,500,000,  were  authorized.  Of  this  amount  $20,200,000 
was  canceled. 

Under  section  36,  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Farm  Mortgage  Act 
of  1933,  as  amended,  1,184  loans  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  651  drainage, 
levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts,  aggregating  $140,556,508.39, 
were  authorized. 

Under  section  1  of  the  act  approved  June  10,  1933,  as  aniended,  1 
subscription  for,  and  12  loans  on,  the  preferred  stock  of  10  insurance 
companies,  aggregating  $34,475,000,  were  authorized,  as  follows: 
Loans  secured  by  preferred  stock  of  9  insurance  companies,  $34,375,- 
000;  and  a  subscription  for  preferred  stock  of  1  insurance  company, 
$100,000. 

Under  the  act  approved  April  13,  1934,  as  amended,  705  loans  to 
667  borrowers  to  finance  the  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  flood, 
or  other  catastrophe,  aggregating  $5,734,288.75  (including  $7,400  of 
participations  authorized  to  be  sold),  were  authorized. 

Under  section  14  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended, 
162  loans  to  133  borrowers  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining,  milling, 
or  smelting  of  ores,  etc.,  aggregating  $15,173,100,  were  authorized. 

Under  section  16  of  the  act  approved  June  19,  1934,  as  amended, 
one  loan  of  $22,500,000  for  the  purpose  of  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  was  authorized.     Of  this  amount  $200,000  was  canceled. 

Under  the  act  approved  August  24,  1935,  33  loans  to  31  tax- 
supported  public-school  districts  or  other  similar  public-school  authori- 
ties in  charge  of  public  schools,  aggregating  $2,797,050,  were  author- 
ized. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  authorizations  aggregating  $9,950,775,- 
535.49  were  made  during  the  period  from  February  2,  1932,  to  June 
30,  1940,  inclusive.  Of  this  amount,  $2,194,040,972.93  was  later 
withdrawn  or  canceled,  and  $7,427,527,729.50  was  disbursed.  Repay- 
ments and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $5,792,272,661.78,  of  which 
$282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the  Corporation's  notes, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1938, 
equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  disbursed  for  relief  and  work 
relief  under  title  I  of  the  Emergency  ReHef  and  Construction  Act  oi 
1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $1,635,255,067.72  outstanding  on  the 
books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of  June  30,  1940. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  June  30,  1940, 
agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $478,852,041.67,  upon 
the  performance  of  specified  conditions. 

SECURITIES  PURCHASED  FROM  PUBLIC  WORKS  ADMINISTRATION,  FEDERAL 

WORKS  AGENCY 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  approved 
June  19,  1934,  and  the  Public  Works  Administration  Extension  Act 
of  1937,  approved  June  29,  1937,  the  Corporation  during  the  second 
quarter  of  1940,  agreed  to  purchase  $2,142,500  net  face  amount  ol 
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larke table  securities  from  the  Public  Works  Administration,  Federal 
i^orks  Agency  (formerly  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of 
ublic  Works). 

From  June  19,  1934,  to  June  30,  1940,  inclusive,  securities  having 
par  value  of  $661,007,248.90  were  purchased  from  the  Administra- 
on.  Of  this  amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $494,664,170.72 
ere  sold  at  a  premium  of  $13,919,676.79  (including  securities  having 
par  value  of  $66,155,174.30  sold  to  issuers  prior  to  maturity  at  a 
remium  of  $376,668.14).  Securities  having  a  par  value  of  $135,612,- 
38.28  were  held  at  the  close  of  business  June  30,  1940.  In  addition, 
le  Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be  held  and  collected  or 
)ld  at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  having  an  aggregate  par 
alue  of  $18,441,000  as  the  Administration  is  in  a  position  to  deliver 
om  time  to  time. 

PAYMENTS  TO  THE  FEDERAL  HOUSING  ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housing  Act  approved 
jne  27,  1934,  the  Corporation  during  the  second  quarter  of  1940, 
aid  $1,640,306.25  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  covering  its 
operations  for  the  third  quarter  of  1940,  and  for  the  period  from  the 
organization  of  the  Corporation  on  February  2,  1932,  to  September 
30,  1940,  inclusive. 


OPERATIONS THIRD  QUARTER  OF  1940 

During  the  third  quarter  of  1940,  the  operations  of  the  Corporation 
vere  as  follows: 

Banks  and  trust  companies. — Authorizations  were  made  as  follows: 
ive  loans  to  aid  in  the  reorganization  or  hquidation  of  closed  banks, 
vhich,  together  with  increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggre- 
gated $13,336,060.75;  two  subscriptions  for  preferred  stock  of  banks, 
iggregatmg  $1,380,000;  and  two  purchases  of  debentures  of  a  bank 
md  trust  company,  aggregating  $45,000. 

Building  and  loan  associations. — Seventeen  loans  were  authorized, 
iggregating  $1,083,000. 

Mortgage  loan  companies  .—One  loan  was  authorized,  which,  to- 
>-ether^with  increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggregated 
^82,370.25. 

Railroads. — Six  authorizations  were  made,  aggregating  $44,014,500 
;including  purchase  of  $136,000  equipment  trust  certificates  of  a 
-ailroad  and  of  its  receivers,  and  $350,000  representing  sale  of  a  note 
)f  a  railroad,  with  the  Corporation's  guaranty). 
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Business  enterprises  (except  in  connection  with  national  defense). — 
Two  hundred  and  one  authorizations  were  made,  which,  together 
with  increases  in  authorizations  previously  made,  aggregated  $8,597,- 
323.09. 

National  defense. — Forty  authorizations  were  made  under  the  Act 
approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  Act,  aggregating  $301,555,450;  and  73  authoriza- 
tions were  made  to  business  enterprises  to  aid  in  national  defense, 
under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as 
amended,  aggregating  $1,186,086.25. 

Alining,  milling,  or  smelting  of  ores. — Two  loans  were  authorized, 
aggregating  $320,000. 

Self-liquidating  projects,  etc. — Twelve  loans  were  authorized,  which, 
together  with  an  increase  in  a  loan  previously  authorized,  aggregated 
$2,088,000. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — Nineteen  loans 
were  authorized,  aggregating  $1,068,660.93. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  380  authorizations  were  made  during 
the  third  quarter  of  1940.  These,  together  with  increases  in  author- 
izations previously  made,  aggregated  $374,856,451.27.  Cancelations 
or  withdrawals  of  authorizations  made  during  the  third  quarter  and 
previously,  aggregated  $21,555,738.92. 

Disbursements  during  the  third  quarter  of  1940  were  $94,859,- 
886.18;  and  repayments  and  other  reductions,  $108,528,377.52.  The 
decrease  in  the  amount  outstanding  on  September  30,  1940,  as  com- 
pared with  June  30,  1940,  was  $13,668,491.34.

OPERATIONS FEBRUARY  2,  1932,  TO  SEPTEMBER  30,  1940,  INCLUSIVE 

During  the  entire  period  from  the  organization  of  the  Corporation 
on  February  2,  1932,  to  September  30,  1940,  inclusive,  the  operations 
of  the  Corporation  were  as  follows: 

Banks  and  trust  companies. — Fifteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-one  loans  were  authorized  to  7,580  banks  and  trust  companies, 
aggregating  $2,682,501,561.98  (including  $1,347,714,400.90  to  aid  in 
the  reorganization  of  closed  banks) ;  and  8,699  loans  on  and  subscrip- 
tions for  preferred  stock,  and  purchases  of  capital  notes  or  deben- 
tures, aggregating  $1,442,412,189,  were  authorized. 

Building  and  loan  associations. — One  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  loans  were  authorized  to  1,090  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciations, aggregating  $162,683,137.75  (including  $25,306,796.19  to 
receivers  of  closed  building  and  loan  associations). 

Insurance  companies. — Two  hundred  and  nine  loans  were  author- 
ized to  133  insurance  companies,  aggregating  $104,439,759.19;  and 
12  loans  on,  and  a  subscription  for,  preferred  stock,  aggregating 
$34,475,000,  were  authorized. 

Mortgage  loan  companies. — Three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  loans 
were  authorized  to  231  mortgage  loan  companies  (excludes  loans 
through  mortgage  loan  companies  to  aid  closed  banks,  and  to  busi- 
ness enterprises),  aggregating  $634,042,218.04;  and  5  subscriptions 
for  stock,  aggregating  $37,250,000,  were  authorized. 

Agricultural  financing  institutions,  etc. — Authorizations  were  made 
as  follows:  70  loans  to  27  joint-stock  land  banks,  aggregating  $31,393,- 
359.13;  250  loans  to  20  agricultural  credit  corporations,  aggregating 
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(6,120,867.59;  153  loans  to  19  livestock  credit  corporations,  aggre- 
gating $14,111,327.88;  187  loans  to  106  applicants  to  aid  in  financing

.73.95  to  trustees  of  railroads;  $18,946,708  to  railroad  receivers; 
1131,896,900  to  purchase  obligations  of  railroads  (consisting  of 
549,039,000  equipment  trust  certificates  of  railroads,  $32,183,000 
quipment  trust  certificates  of  railroads  and  of  their  receivers  or 
rustees,  $7,000,000  collateral  trust  certificates  of  a  railroad  and  of  its 
rustees,  and  $43,674,900  of  other  obligations  of  railroads);  and 
15,350,000  representing  guaranty  of  notes  of  railroads]. 

Business  enterprises  {except  in  connection  with  national  defense). — 
*^ine  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  authorizations  were 
Qade  to  7,850  business  enterprises,  aggregating  $442,304,151.37. 

National  defense. — Forty-two  authorizations  were  made  under  the 
LCt  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction 
^'inance  Corporation  Act,  to  19  corporations  (including  4  corporations 
Teated  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation),  aggregating 
1303,555,450,  and  73  authorizations  were  made  to  60  business  enter- 
>rises  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruc- 
ion  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  aggregating  $1,186,086.25. 

Mining,  milling,  or  smelting  of  ores. — One  hundred  and  sixty-four 
oans  were  authorized  to  133  borrowers  engaged  in  the  mining,  milling, 
»r  smelting  of  ores,  aggregating  $15,493,100. 

Self -liquidating  projects,^  etc.— One  hundred  and  ninety-two  loans 
>r  contracts  were  authorized  to  176  applicants  for  self-liquidating 
>rojects,  under  section  201  (a),  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Rehef  and 
Construction  Act  of  1932,  as  amended,  aggregating  $400,092,487.36; 
,nd  171  loans  to  149  public  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects 
,uthorized  under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law  were  authorized, 
mder  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as 
.mended,  aggregating  $214,061,827.81. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — One  thousand 
me  hundred  and  ninty-three  loans  to  652  drainage,  levee,  irrigation, 
.nd  similar  districts  were  authorized,  aggregating  $140,653,008.39. 

Repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  flood,  etc. — Thirteen  loans  to  6 
applicants  for  financing  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  fire,  tornado, 
•r  cyclone  in  1933,  were  authorized,  aggregatmg  $10,450,232.20;  and 
'05  loans  to  667  applicants  to  finance  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake, 
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flood,  or  other  catastrophe  in  1933,  1934,  1935,  and  1936,  were  author- 
ized,  aggregating  $5,734,288.75. 

All  other. — Authorizations  were  made  as  follows:  10  loans  to  7 
credit  unions,  aggregating  $642,967.80;  7  loans  to  7  processors,  or 
distributors  subject  to  processing  taxes,  aggregatmg  $26,089.27;  3 
loans  to  a  State  fund  for  securing  repayment  of  deposits  of  public 
moneys,  aggregating  $13,087,715.88;  33  loans  to  refmance  public- 
school  district  obligations  of  31  school  districts,  aggregating  $2,797,050; 

1  loan  to  a  public-school  authority  for  payment  of  teachers'  salaries, 
in  the  amount  of  $22,500,000;  and  442  authorizations  to  42  States  and 

2  Territories  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  rehef  and  work 
rehef,  aggregating  $300,000,000. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  authorizations  aggregating  $10,315,- 
028,459.82  were  made  during  the  period  from  February  2,  1932,  to 
September  30,  1940,  inclusive.  Of  this  amount,  $2,215,596,711.85 
was  later  withdrawn  or  canceled,  and  $7,522,402,615.68  was  dis- 
bursed. Repayments  and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $5,900,- 
801,039.30,  of  which  $282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the 
Corporation's  notes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
February  24,  1938,  equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  dis- 
bursed for  rehef  and  work  relief  under  title  I  of  the  Emergency  Rehef 
and  Construction  Act  of  1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $1,621,601,- 
576.38  outstanding  on  the  books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of 
September  30,  1940. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstandmg  on  September  30, 
1940,  agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $552,347,174.17, 
upon  the  performance  of  specified  conditions,  as  shown  in  table  1, 
part  IV. 

SECUEITIES   PURCHASED   FROM   PUBLIC  WORKS   ADMINISTRATION, 
FEDERAL  WORKS  AGENCY 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  approved 
June  19,  1934,  and  the  Pubhc  Works  Administration  Extension  Act 
of  1937,  approved  June  29,  1937,  the  Corporation  during  the  third 
quarter  of  1940,  agreed  to  purchase  $5,231,250  net  face  amount  of 
marketable  securities  from  the  Public  Works  Administration,  Federal 
Works  Agency  (formerly  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of 
Public  Works).  ... 

From  June  19,  1934,  to  September  30,  1940,  mclusive,  securities 
having  a  par  value  of  $675,276,498.90  were  purchased  from  the 
Administration.  Of  this  amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of 
$503,158,020.72  were  sold  at  a  premium  of  $14,005,562.29  (including 
securities  having  a  par  value  of  $69,872,674.30  sold  to  issuers  prior 
to  maturity  at  a  premium  of  $376,668.14).  Securities  having  a  par 
value  of  $140,830,604.73  were  held  at  the  close  of  business  September 
30,  1940.  In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be 
held  and  collected  or  sold  at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  haying 
an  aggregate  par  value  of  $9,403,000  as  the  Administration  is  m  a 
position  to  deliver  from  time  to  time. 
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PAYMENTS    TO    THE    FEDERAL    HOUSING    ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housing  Act  approved 
June  27,  1934,  the  Corporation,  during  the  third  quarter  of  1940, 
paid  $1,000,000  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator.  This  made 
a  total  of  $82,186,380.80  so  paid  through  September  30,  1940. 

RURAL    ELECTRIFICATION    ADMINISTRATION 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  caiw  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  the  Rural  Electrification  Act  of  1936,  as  amended,  the 
Corporation,  during  the  third  quarter  of  1940,  made  available  an 
additional  $100,000,000.  This  made  a  total  of  $246,500,000  made 
available  under  section  3  (a)  of  the  Rural  Electrification  Act  of  1936, 
as  amended,  of  which  $146,500,000  had  been  disbursed  through 
September  30,  1940. 

LOANS  BY  DIRECTION  OF  CONGRESS  TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Under  the  Emergency  Rehef  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1941, 
the  Corporation,  diiring*^the  third  quarter  of  1940,  disbursed  $10,000,- 
000  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  making  rural 
rehabilitation  loans  to  needy  farmers. 

NOTES    OF    THE    RECONSTRUCTION    FINANCE    CORPORATION 

During  the  third  quarter  of  1940,  the  Corporation: 

Sold  $200,000  series  P  notes;  $29,000,000  series  Q-2  notes;  and 
redeemed  and  canceled  $35,966,500  series  Q-2  notes. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1938, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  canceled  the  Corporation's  series  Q-2 
notes  to  the  extent  of  $33,500,  for  disbursements  for  allocations  to 
other  governmental  agencies.

OPERATIONS FOURTH    QUARTER    OF    1940 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940,  the  operations  of  the  Corporation 
vere  as  follows: 

Banks  and  trust  companies. — Authorizations  were  made  as  follows: 
^ine  loans  to  aid  in  the  reorganization  or  liquidation  of  closed  banks, 
vhich,  together  with  increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggre- 
gated $41 ,406,315.03;  seven  subscriptions  for  preferred  stock  of  banks, 
iggregating  $1,138,000;  and  two  purchases  of  debentures  of  a  bank 
md  trust  company,  aggregating  $40,000. 

Export-Import  Bank. — One  loan  was  authorized  in  the  amount  of 
525,000,000. 

Building  and  loan  associations. — Ten  loans  were  authorized,  aggre- 
gating $2,017,395.70. 

Mortgage  loan  companies. — Three  loans  were  authorized,  which, 
together  with  an  increase  in  a  loan  previously  approved,  aggregated 
UO,  282,  057.15. 

Railroads. — Four  authorizations  were  made,  aggregating  $19,036,000 
[including  $11,016,000  to  purchase  equipment  trust  certificates  of  a 
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railroad,  and  $1,120,000  to  purchase  equipment  trust  certificates  of  : 
railroad  and  of  its  receivers). 

National  defense. — Fifty-four  authorizations  were  made  under  th 
act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruc 
tion  Finance  Corporation  Act,  which,  together  with  an  increase  in  : 
loan  previously  approved,  aggregated  $411,866,158.55;  and  35  authori 
zations  were  made  to  business  enterprises  to  aid  in  national  defense 
under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  a 
amended,  aggregating  $984,240.38. 

Business  enterprises  {except  in  connection  with  national  dejense).- 
Ninety-eight  authorizations  were  made,  which,  together  with  increase 
in  authorizations  previously  made,  aggregated  $4,506,232.41. 

Self-liquidoJing  projects,  etc. — Sixteen  loans  were  authorized,  whict 
together  with  increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggregate* 
$3,941,400. 

Mining,  milling,  or  smelting  of  ores. — Four  loans  were  authorized 
aggregating  $1,189,390.60. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — Sixteen  loans  wer 
authorized,  aggregating  $1,030,918.72. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  259  authorizations  were  made  during  th 
fourth  quarter  of  1940.  These,  together  with  increases  in  authoriza 
tions  previously  made,  aggregated  $522,438,108.54.  Cancelations  o 
withdrawals  of  authorizations  made  during  the  fourth  quarter  ant 
previously,  aggregated  $9,486,406.26. 

Disbursements  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940  were  $146,957, 
970.57;  and  repayments  and  other  reductions,  $55,920,647.71.  Th 
increase  in  the  amount  outstanding  on  December  31,  1940,  as  com 
pared  with  September  30,  1940,  was  $91,037,322.86. 

OPERATIONS FEBRUARY    2,     1932,     TO     DECEMBER    31,     1940,     INCLUSIV: 

During  the  entire  period  from  the  organization  of  the  Corporatio: 
on  February  2,  1932,  to  December  31,  1940,  inclusive,  the  operation 
of  the  Corporation  were  as  follows: 

Banks  and  trust  companies. — Fifteen  thousand,  eight  hundred  an( 
forty  loans  were  authorized  to  7,580  banks  and  trust  companies 
aggregating  $2,723,411,877.01  (including  $1,388,624,715.93  to  aid  ii 
the  reorganization  of  closed  banks);  and  8,703  loans  on  and  subscrip 
tions  for  preferred  stock,  and  purchases  of  capital  notes  or  debentures 
aggregating  $1,342,090,189,  were  authorized. 

Export-Import  Banks. — One  loan  and  five  subscriptions  for  pre 
ferred  stock,  aggregating  $126,500,000,  were  authorized. 

Building  and  loan  associations. — One  thousand  three  hundred  an< 
thirty-nine  loans  were  authorized  to  1,097  building  and  loan  associa 
tions,  aggregating  $164,700,533.45  (including  $25,306,796.19  to  re 
ceivers  of  closed  building  and  loan  associations) . 

Insurance  companies. — Two  hundred  and  nine  loans  were  authorizec 
to  133  insurance  companies,  aggregating  $104,439,750.19;  and  i: 
loans  on,  and  a  subscription  for,  preferred  stock,  aggregating  $34,475, 
000,  were  authorized. 

Mortgage  loan  companies. — Three  hundred  and  eighty-one  loans  wer^ 
authorized  to  232  mortgage  loan  companies  (excludes  loans  througl 
mortgage  loan  companies  to  aid  closed  banks,  and  to  business  enter 
prises),  aggregating  $644,154,275.19;  and  5  subscriptions  for  stock 
aggregating  $37,250,000,  were  authorized. 
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Agricultural  financing  institutions,  etc. — Authorizations  were  made 
as  follows:  70  loans  to  27  joint-stock  land  banks,  aggregating  $31,393,- 
359.13;  250  loans  to  20  agricultural  credit  corporations,  aggregating 
$6,120,867.59;  153  loans  to  19  livestock  credit  corporations,  aggregat- 
ing $14,111,327.88;  187  loans  to  106  applicants  to  aid  in  financing  the 
carrying  and  orderly  marketing  of  agricultural  commodities  and  live- 
stock, produced  in  the  United  States,  aggregating  $1,690,774,178.07 
(including  authorizations  of  $1,604,712,664.99  to  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation) ;  57  loans  to  12  Federal  land  banks,  aggregating 
$399,636,000  (including  $193,618,000  representing  refinancing  of 
loans  previously  made  by  the  Corporation  to  Federal  land  banks  for 
different  individual  amounts,  but  in  the  same  aggregate  amount); 
8  loans  to  8  Federal  intermediate  credit  banks,  aggregating  $9,250,000; 
1,343  loans  to  12  regional  agricultural  credit  corporations  and  their 
branches,  aggregating  $178,840,452.48  (rediscounts);  2  loans  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  acquire  cotton,  aggregating  $23,500,000 
of  which  $20,200,000  was  canceled;  and  10  authorizations  to  6  appli- 
cants for  financing  sales  in  foreign  markets  of  agricultural  surpluses, 
aggregating  $98,445,245.68. 

Railroads. — Two  hundred  and  seventeen  authorizations  to  86  rail- 
roads were  made,  aggregating  $911,604,716.95  [including  $17,032,- 
173.95  to  trustees  of  railroads;  $18,946,708  to  railroad  receivers; 
$144,032,900  to  purchase  obligations  of  railroads  (consisting  of  $60,- 
055,000  equipment-trust  certificates  of  railroads,  $33,303,000  equip- 
ment trust  certificates  of  railroads  and  of  their  receivers  or  trustees, 
$7,000,000  collateral  trust  certificates  of  a  railroad  and  of  its  trustees, 
and  $43,674,900  of  other  obligations  of  railroads);  and  $5,350,000 
representing  guaranty  of  notes  of  railroads]. 

National  defense. — Ninety -five  authorizations  were  made  under  the 
act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  Act,  to  42  corporations  (including  4  corpora- 
tions created  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation),  aggregating 
$678,421,608.55,  and  107  authorizations  were  made  to  88  business 
enterprises  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under  section  5d  of  the  Recon- 
struction Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  aggregating  $2,156,- 
556.63. 

Business  enterprises  {except  in  connection  with  national  defense). — 
Nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  authorizations  were 
made  to  7,917  business  enterprises,  aggregating  $446,595,608.78. 

Self-liquidating  projects,  etc. — One  hundred  and  ninety-two  loans  or 
contracts  were  authorized  to  176  applicants  for  self-liquidating  proj- 
ects, under  section  201  (a),  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  ReHef  and  Con- 
struction Act  of  1932,  as  amended,  aggregating  $399,456,884.42;  and 
187  loans  to  162  public  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects  authorized 
under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law  were  authorized,  under  section 
5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended, 
aggregating  $214,634,316.57. 

Mining,  milling,  or  smelting  oj  ores. — One  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
loans  were  authorized  to  136  borrowers  engaged  in  the  mining,  milling, 
or  smelting  of  ores,  aggregating  $16,575,600. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — One  thousand  two 
hundred  and  three  loans  to  654  drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar 
districts  were  authorized,  aggregating  $140,861,808.39. 

Repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  flood,  etc. — Thirteen  loans  to  6 
apphcants  for  financing  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  fire,  tornado, 
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or  cyclone  in  1933,  were  authorized,  aggregating  $10,450,232.20;  and 
705  loans  to  667  applicants  to  finance  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake 
flood,  or  other  catastrophe  in  1933,  1934,  1935,  and  1936  were  author- 
ized, aggregating  $5,734,288.75. 

All  other. — Authorizations  were  made  as  follows:  10  loans  to  / 
credit  unions,  aggregating  $642,967.80;  7  loans  to  7  processors,  oi 
distributors  subject  to  processing  taxes,  aggregating  $26,089.27;  2 
loans  to  a  State  fund  for  securing  repayment  of  deposits  of  public 
moneys,  aggregating  $13,087,715.88;  33  loans  to  refinance  pubhc- 
school  district  obligations  of  31  school  districts,  aggregating  $2,797,050 
1  loan  to  a  public-school  authority  for  payment  of  teachers'  salaries 
in  the  amount  of  $22,500,000;  and  442  authorizations  to  42  States 
and  2  Territories  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  rehef  and 
work  rehef,  aggregating  $300,000,000. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  authorizations  aggregating  $10,794,- 
638,499.86  were  made  during  the  period  from  February  2,  1932,  to 
December  31,  1940,  mclusive.  Of  this  amount,  $2,224,447,515.17 
was  later  withdrawn  or  canceled  and  $7,669,360,586.25  was  disbursed. 
Repayments  and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $5,956,721,687.01, 
of  which  $282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the  Corporation's 
notes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24, 
1938,  equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  disbursed  for  rehef 
and  work  relief  under  title  I  of  the  Emergency  Relief  and  Construc- 
tion Act  of  1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $1,712,638,899.24  outstand- 
ing on  the  books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of  December  31, 
1940. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  December  31, 
1940,  agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totalmg  $539,279,019.17, 
upon  the  performance  of  specified  conditions,  as  shown  in  table  1, 
part  IV. 

SECURITIES    PURCHASED    FROM    PUBLIC    WORKS    ADMINISTRATION, 
FEDERAL    WORKS   AGENCY 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  approved 
June  19,  1934,  and  the  Public  Works  Administration  Extension  Act 
of  1937,  approved  June  29,  1937,  the  Corporation  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  1940,  agreed  to  purchase  $76,953,150  net  face  amount  of 
marketable  securities  from  the  Public  Works  Administration,  Federal 
Works  Agency  (formerly  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of 
Public  Works). 

From  June  19,  1934,  to  December  31,  1940,  inclusive,  securities 
having  a  par  value  of  $677,237,498.90  were  purchased  from  the  Admin- 
istration. Of  this  amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $505,992,- 
620.72  were  sold  at  a  premium  of  $14,092,583.55  (including  securities 
having  a  par  value  of  $70,181,274.30  sold  to  issuers  prior  to  maturity 
at  a  premium  of  $376,668.14).  Securities  having  a  par  value  of 
$139,415,962.20  were  held  at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1940. 
In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be  held  and 
collected  or  sold  at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  having  an 
aggregate  par  value  of  $81,189,150  as  the  Administration  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  deliver  from  time  to  time. 
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PAYMENTS  TO  THE  FEDERAL  HOUSING  ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housing  Act  approved 
June  27,  1934,  the  Corporation,  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940, 
paid  $1,000,000  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator.  This  made  a 
total  of  $83,186,380.80  so  paid  through  December  31,  1940. 

LOANS  BY  DIRECTION  OF  CONGRESS  TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Appropriation  Act,  1941,  the 
Corporation,  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940,  disbursed  $3,000,000 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enable  him  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  title  I  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act,  approved

Under  the  Emergency  Relief  Appropriation  Act,  hscai  year  1941, 
the  Corporation,  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940,  disbursed  $15,000,- 
000  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  making  rural 
rehabilitation  loans  to  needy  farmers.  This  made  a  total  of  $25,000,- 
000  so  disbursed  through  December  31,  1940. 

NOTES  OF  THE  RECONSTRUCTION  FINANCE  CORPORATION 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940,  the  Corporation: 

Sold  $200,000  series  P  notes;  $25,000,000  series  Q-2  notes. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1938, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  canceled  the  Corporation's  series  Q-2 
notes  to  the  extent  of  $2,195,750,  for  disbursements  for  allocations  to 
other  governmental  agencies.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
covering  its  operations  for  the  first  quarter  of  1941,  and  for  the  period 
from  the  organization  of  the  Corporation  on  February  2,  1932,  to 
March  31,  1941,  inclusive. 

OPERATIONS FIRST  QUARTER  OF  1941 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1941,  the  operations  of  the  Corporation 
were  as  follows: 

Banks  and  trust  compames.— Authorizations  were  made  as  lollows: 
Three  loans  to  banks  and  trust  companies  (including  two  loans  to  aid 
in  the  reorganization  or  Hquidation  of  closed  banks),  which,  together 
with  increases  in  loans  previously  approved,  aggregated  $162,999.60;

Railroads. — Four  authorizations  were  made,  aggregating  $11,136,870

National  defense. — Forty-eight  authorizations  were  made  under  the 
act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d  of  the  Keconstruc- 
tion  Finance  Corporation  Act,  which,  together  with  increases  in  loans 
previously  approved,  aggregated  $335,354,448.42;  32  authorizations 
were  made  to  business  enterprises  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under 
section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended, 
which,  together  with  an  increase  in  a  loan  previously  approved' 
aggregated  $1,134,103.85;  and  3  loans  were  authorized  to  public 
agencies  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under  section  5d  of  the  Recon- 
struction Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  aggregating  $69,000. 

Business  enterprises  (except  in  connection  with  national  defense).— 
Eighty-seven  authorizations  were  made,  which,  together  with  increases 
in  authorizations  previously  made,  aggregated  $6,325,743.79. 

Self-liquidating  projects,  etc. — Seven  loans  were  authorized,  which,

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  238  authorizations  were  made  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1941.

Railroads.— Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  authorizations  to  89 
railroads  were  made,  aggregating  $922,741,586.95  [including  $17,032,- 
173.95  to  trustees  of  railroads;  $18,946,708  to  railroad  receivers; 
$146,875,900  to  purchase  obligations  of  railroads  (consistmg  ol 
$60,055,000  equipment  trust  certificates  of  railroads,  $36,146,000 
equipment  trust  certificates  of  railroads  and  of  their  receivers  or 
trustees,  $7,000,000  collateral  trust  certificates  of  a  railroad  and  ot 
its  trustees,  and  $43,674,900  of  other  obligations  of  railroads);  and 
$5,350,000  representing  guaranty  of  notes  of  railroads]. 

National  defense.— One  hundred  and  thirty-four  authorizations  were 
made  under  the  act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section  5d 
of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  to  56  corporations 
(including  4  corporations  created  by  the  Reconstruction  imance 
Corporation),  aggregating  $1,009,284,048.42;  139  authorizations  were 
made  to  111  business  enterprises  to  aid  m  national  defense,  under 
section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended, 
aggregating  $3,061,419.76;  and  3  loans  were  authorized  to  2  public 
agencies  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under  section  5d  of  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  aggregating  $69,000. 
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Business  enterprises  {except  in  connection  with  national  defense).— 
Nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  eleven  authorizations  were  made  to 
7,966  business  enterprises,  aggregating  $451,612,602.57. 

Self-liquidating  projects,  etc. — One  hundred  and  ninetv-two  loans  or 
contracts  were  autliorized  to  1 76  apphcants  for  self-hquidating  projects, 
under  section  201  (a),  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Rehef  aud  Construc- 
tion Act  of  1932,  as  amended,  aggregating  $399,458,884.42;  and  193 
loans  to  168  public  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects  authorized 
under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law  were  authorized,  under  sec- 
tion 5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended 
aggregating  $351,196,873.86. 

Mining,  milling,  or  smelting  oj  ores. — One  hundred  and  sLxty-nine 
loans  were  authorized  to  137  borrowers  engaged  in  the  mining,  milling, 
or  smelting  of  ores,  aggregating  $16,590,600. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  siinilar  districts.-  -One  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fourteen  loans  to  656  drainage,  levee,  irrigation, 
and  similar  districts  were  authorized,  aggregating  $141,047,308.39. 

Repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  flood,  etc. — Thirteen  loans  to  6  ap- 
plicants for  financing  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  fire,  tornado, 
or  cyclone  in  1933,  were  autliorized,  aggregating  $10,450,232.20;  and 
705  loans  to  667  applicants  to  finance  repair  of  damage  by  earth- 
quake, flood,  or  other  catastrophe  in  1933,  1934,  1935,  and  1936, 
were  authorized,  aggregating   $5,734,288.75. 

All  other. — Authorizations  were  made  as  follows:  10  loans  to  7 
credit  unions,  aggregating  $642,967.80;  7  loans  to  7  processors,  or 
distributors  subject  to  processing  taxes,  aggregating  $26,089.27; 
3  loans  to  a  state  fund  for  securing  repayment  of  deposits  of  public 
moneys,  aggregating  $13,087,715.88;  34  loans  to  refinance  public- 
school  district  obhgations  of  31  school  districts,  aggregating  $3,174,- 
050;  1  loan  to  a  public-school  authority  for  pavment  of  teachers' 
salaries,  in  the  amount  of  $22,500,000;  and  442  authorizations  to 
42  States  and  2  territories  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  relief 
and  work  relief,  aggregating  $300,000,000. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  authorizations  aggregating  $11,486,- 
702,394.22  were  made  during  the  period  from  February  2,  1932,  to 
March  31,  1941,  inclusive.  Of  this  amount,  $2,237,135,875.98  was 
later  withdrawn  or  canceled,  and  $8,029,180,618.92  was  disbursed. 
Repayments  and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $6,046,823,789.46,  of 
w-hich  $282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the  Corporation's 
notes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24, 
1938,  equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  disbursed  for  relief 
and  work  relief  under  title  I  of  the  Emergency  Relief  and  Construction 
Act  of  1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $1,982,356,829.46  outstanding 
on  the  books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of  March  31,  1941. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  March  31,  1941, 
agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $542,487,252.17,  upon 
the  performance  of  specified  conditions,  as  shown  in  table  1,  part  IV.

Self -liquidating  projects,  etc. — Three  loans  were  authorized,.  a| 
gating  $51,800. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — Sixteen  loans 
authorized,  aggregating  $880,937.55. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  240  authorizations  were  made  d\ 
the  third  quarter  of  1941.  These,  together  with  increases  in  aut 
zations  previously  made,  aggregated  $1,325,140,794.38.  Cancela 
or  withdrawals  of  authorizations  made  during  the  third  quarter 
previously  aggregated  $124,726,098.49. 

Disbursements  during  the  third  quarter  of  1941  were  $420, 
079.39;  and  repayments  and  other  reductions,  $68,978,867.56. 
increase  in  the  amount  outstanding  on  September  30,  1941,  as 
pared  with  June  30,  1941,  was  $351,785,211.83.

During  the  entire  period  from  the  organization  of  the  Corpor 
on  February  2,  1932,  to  September  30,  1941,  inclusive,  the  opera 
of  the  Corporation  were  as  follows: 

Banks  and  trust  companies  .—Fiiteen  thousand  eight  hundred 
fifty-nine  loans  were  authorized  to  7,581  banks  and  trust  compj 
aggregating  $2,726,279,265.27  (including  $1,391,474,104.19  to  a 
the  reorganization  of  closed  banks) ;  and  8,713  loans  on,  and  subs 
tions  for,  preferred  stock,  and  purchases  of  capital  notes  or  debeni 
aggregating  $1,342,939,189,  were  authorized. 

Export-Import  Banks. — One  loan  and  six  subscriptions  for  pref 
stock,  aggregating  $201,500,000,  were  authorized. 

Federal  home  loan  banks. — One  purchase  of  stock  in  the  amou 
$124,741,000  was  authorized. 

Building  and  loan  associations. — One  thousand  three  hundrec 
seventy-eight   loans   were    authorized    to    1,125    building   and 
associations,   aggregating  $168,172,259.59    (including  $25,306,7 
to  receivers  of  closed  building  and  loan  associations). 

Insurance  companies. — Two  hundred  and  nine  loans  were  authc 
to  133  insurance  companies,  aggregating  $104,439,750.19;  and  12 
on,  and  a  subscription  for,  preferred  stock,  aggregating  $34,47^ 
were  authorized. 

Mortgage  loan  companies. — Three  hundred  and  eighty  three 
were  authorized  to  236  mortgage  loan  companies   (excludes 
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through  mortgage  loan  companies  to  aid  closed  banks,  and  business 
enterprises),  aggregating  $659,139,219.73;  and  5  subscriptions  for 
stock,  aggregating  $37,250,000,  were  authorized. 

Agricultural  financing  institutions,  etc. — Authorizations  were  made 
as  follows:  70  loans  to  27  joint-stock  land  banks,  aggregating  $31,393,- 
359.13;  250  loans  to  20  agricultural  credit  corporations,  aggregating 
$6,120,867.59;  153  loans  to  19  livestock  credit  corporations,  aggregat- 
ing $14,111,327.88;  187  loans  to  106  applicants  to  aid  in  financing  the 
carrying  and  orderly  marketing  of  agricultural  commodities  and  live- 
stock, produced  in  the  United  States,  aggregating  $1,690,774,178.07 
(including  authorizations  of  $1,604,712,6(34.99  to  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation);  57  loans  to  12  Federal  land  banks,  aggregating 
$899,636,000  (including  $193,618,000,  representing  refinancing  of 
loans  previously  made  by  the  Corporation  to  Federal  land  banks  for 
different  individual  amounts,  but  in  the  same  aggregate  amount); 
8  loans  to  8  Federal  intermediate  credit  banks,  aggregating  $9,250,000; 
1,343  loans  to  12  regional  agricultural  credit  corporations  and  their 
branches,  aggregating  $178,840,452.48  (rediscounts);  2  loans  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  acquire  cotton,  aggregating  $23,500,000, 
of  which  $20,200,000  was  canceled;  and  10  authorizations  to  6  appli- 
cants for  financing  sales  in  foreign  markets  of  agricultural  surpluses^ 
aggregating  $98,445,245.68. 

Railroads. — Tv/o  hundred  and  twenty-four  authorizations  to  91 
railroads  were  made,  aggregating  $930,202,086.95  [including  $17,- 
032,173.95  to  trustees  of  railroads;  $18,946,708  to  lailroad  receivers; 
$154,247,900  to  purchase  obligations  of  railroads  (consisting  of 
$67,427,000  equipment-trust  certificates  of  railroads,  $36,146,000 
equipment-trust  certificates  of  railroads  and  of  their  receivers  or 
trustees,  $7,000,000  collateral-trust  certificates  of  a  railroad  and  of  its 
trustees,  and  $43,674,900.  of  other  obligations  of  railroads);  and 
$5,350,000  representing  guaranty  of  notes  of  railroads]. 

National  defense. — Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  authorizations 
were  made  under  the  act  approved  June  25,  1940,  amending  section 
5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  to  102  corporations 
(including  4  corporations  created  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation),  aggregating  $2,125,286,233.42;  203  authorizations  were 
made  to  145  business  enterprises  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under 
section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended, 
aggregating  $46,978,847.27;  4  loans  were  authorized  to  3  public 
agencies  to  aid  in  national  defense,  under  section  5d  of  the  Recon- 
struction Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  aggregating  $1, - 
569,000;  and  3  loans  were  authorized  to  3  mining  concerns  to  aid  in 
national  defense,  under  section  14  of  the  act  approved  June  10,  1934, 
as  amended,  aggregating  $52,500. 

Business  enterprises  (except  in  connection  with  national  defense). — 
Nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six  authorizations  were  made  to 
8,084  business  enterprises,  aggregating  $468,159,123.61. 

Self -liquidating  projects,  etc. — One  hundred  and  ninety-two  loans  or 
contracts  were  authorized  to  176  applicants  for  self-Hquidating  proj- 
ects, under  section  201  (a),  title  II,  of  the  Emergency  Relief  and  Con- 
struction Act  of  1932,  as  amended,  aggregating  $399,458,884.42;  and 
203  loans  to  176  public  agencies  to  aid  in  financing  projects  authorized 
under  Federal,  State,  or  municipal  law  were  authorized,  under  section 
5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended, 
aggregating  $351,733,673.86.  - 
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Mining,  milling,  or  smelting  of  ores. — One  hundred  and  sixty-eigh 
loans  were  authorized  to  136  borrowers  engaged  in  the  mining,  milhn^ 
or  smelting  of  ores,  aggregating  $16,578,100. 

Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — One  thousand  tw 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  loans  to  660  drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  anj 
similar  districts  were  authorized,  aggregating  $147,475,018.64. 

Repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  flood,  etc. — Thirteen  loans  to  6  appli 
cants  for  financing  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake,  fire,  tornado,  o 
cyclone  in  1933  were  authorized,  aggregating  $10,450,232.20;  and  70 
loans  to  667  applicants  to  finance  repair  of  damage  by  earthquake 
flood,  or  other  catastrophe  in  1933,  1934,  1935,  and  1936  were  authoi 
ized,  aggregating  $5,734,288.75. 

^  Loan  to  a  foreign  government. — One  loan  to  a  foreign  government,  fo 
the  purpose  of  providing  dollar  exchange,  was  authorized  in  th 
amount  of  $425,000,000. 

All  other. — Authorizations  were  made  as  follows:  10  loans  to  7  credi 
unions,  aggregating  $642,967.80;  7  loans  to  7  processors,  or  distributor 
subject  to  processing  taxes,  aggregating  $26,089.27;  3  loans  to  a  Stat 
fund  for  securing  repayment  of  deposits  of  public  moneys,  aggregatin 
$13,087,715.88;  35  loans  to  refinance  public-school  district  obligation 
of  31  school  districts,  aggregating  $3,174,050;  1  loan  to  a  public-schoc 
authority  for  payment  of  teachers'  salaries,  in  the  amount  c 
$22,500,000;  and  442  authorizations  to  42  States  and  2  Territories  fo 
the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  relief  and  work  relief,  aggregatin 
$300,000,000. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  authorizations  aggregating  $13,119, 
115,926.68  were  made  during  the  period  from  February  2,  1932,  t 
September  30,  1941,  inclusive.  Of  this  amount,  $2,374,982,328.2 
was  later  withdrawn  or  canceled,  and  $8,814,381,712.34  was  disbursec 
Repayments  and  other  reductions  amounted  to  $6,273,371,107.86,  c 
which  $282,825,766.70  represents  cancelation  of  the  Corporation' 
notes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24 
1938,  equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the  amounts  disbursed  for  relief  ani 
work  relief  under  title  I  of  the  Emergency  Relief  and  Constructio: 
Act  of  1932,  as  amended.  This  left  $2,541,010,604.48  outstanding  o: 
the  books  of  the  Corporation  at  the  close  of  September  30,  1941. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  September  3C 
1941,  agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $2,000,961,532.17 
upon  the  performance  of  specified  conditions,  as  shown  in  table  1 
part  IV. 


SECURITIES  PUECHASED  FROM  PUBLIC  WORKS  ADMINISTRATION,  FEDERA 

WORKS  AGENCY 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  ap 
proved  June  19,  1934,  and  the  Public  Works  Administration  Exten 
sion  Act  of  1937,  approved  June  29.  1937,  the  Corporation  during  th 
third  quarter  of  1941  purchased  $3,528.68  net  face  amount  of  market 
able  securities  from  the  Public  Works  Administration,  Federal  Work 
Agency  (formerly  Federal  Emergenc}^  Administration  of  Publi 
Works) . 
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From  June  19,  1934,  to  September  30,  1941,  inclusive,  securities 
having  a  par  value  of  $694,239,787.58  were  purchased  from  the 
Administration.  Of  this  amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of 
$517,062,770.37,  were  sold  at  a  premium  of  $14,397,659.60  (includmg 
securities  having  a  par  value  of  $73,659,623.83  sold  to  issuers  prior  to 
maturity  at  a  premium  of  $392,248.14).  Securities  having  a  par  value 
of  $143,^998,481.56  were  held  at  the  close  of  business  September  30, 
1941.  In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to  be 
held  and  collected  or  sold  at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities  haying 
an  aggregate  par  value  of  $3,730,000  as  the  Administration  is  m  a 
position  to  deliver  from  time  to  time. 

PAYMENTS    TO    THE    FEDERAL    HOUSING    ADMINISTRATOR 

Under  section  4,  title  I,  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  approved 
June  27,  1934,  the  Corporation,  during  the  third  quarter  of  1941,  paid 
$2,000,000  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administrator.  This  made  a  total 
of  $91,186,380.80  so  paid  through  September  30,  1941. 

LOANS  BY  DIRECTION  OF  CONGRESS  TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Appropriation  Act,  1941, 
the  Corporation,  during  the  third  quarter  of  1941,  disbursed  $11,- 
100,000  to  the  Secretarv  of  Agriculture  to  enable  him  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  ^  title  I  of  the  Bankhead- Jones  Farm  Tenant 
Act,  approved  July  22,  1937.  This  made  a  total  of  $40,450,000  so 
disbursed  through  September  30,  1941. 

Under  the  Emergency  Relief  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1941, 
the  Corporation,  during  the  third  quarter  of  1941,  disbursed  $8,690,000 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  making  rural  rehabih- 
tation  loans  to  needy  farmers.  This  made  a  total  of  $119,940,000  so 
disbursed  through  September  30,  1941. 

«.  NOTES    OF    THE    RECONSTRUCTION    FINANCE    CORPORATION 

W  During  the  third  quarter  of  1941  the  Corporation  sold  $100,000 
series  P  notes;  $47,000,000  series  Q-2  notes;  and  $571,363,000  series 
W  notes;  and  redeemed  and  canceled  $65,897,250  series  Q-2  notes; 
and  $211,460,000  series  N  notes. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1938, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  canceled  the  Corporation's  series  Q-2 
notes,  to  the  extent  of  $1,019,000,  for  disbursements  for  allocations  to 
other  governmental  agencies. 

As  of  September  30,  1941,  there  were  outstanding  $2,101,452,000 
of  the  Corporation's  notes,  as  follows:

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  Act,  as  amended,  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  covering  its 
operations  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1941,  and  for  the  period  from  the 
organization  of  the  Corporation  on  February  2,  1932,  to  December  31, 
1941,  inclusive. 

operations FOURTH    QUARTER    OF    1941 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  1941,  the  operations  of  the  Corporation 
included  the  following  authorizations: 

Banks  and  trust  companies. — Seven  authorizations,  together  with 
increases  in  authorizations  previously  approved,  aggregating  $6,- 
^99,066.21. 

Building  and  loan  associations. — Twenty-two  loans,  aggregating 
$5,357,800. 

Mortgage  loan  companies. — Two  loans,  aggregating  $35,000,000. 

Railroads. — Four  authorizations,  aggregating  $17,610,000. 

National  defense. — One  hundred  and  seven  authorizations,  together 
with  increases  in  authorizations  previously  approved,  aggregating 
$1,027,145,107.44. 

Business  enterprises  (except  in  connection  with  national  defense) . — 
Sixty  authorizations,  together  with  increases  in  authorizations  pre- 
viously approved,  aggregating  $16,270,601.96. 

Self-liquidating  projects,  etc. — Two  loans,  aggregatmg  $89,000. 
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Drainage,  levee,  irrigation,  and  similar  districts. — Nine  loans,  aggre- 
gating $360,379.51. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing,  213  authorizations  were  made,  together 
with  increases  in  authorizations  previously  approved,  aggregating 
$1,108,831,955.12.  Cancelations  or  withdrawals  of  authorizations 
aggregated  $29,951,644.69;  disbursements  were  $651„844,126.70;  and 
repayments  and  other  reductions  were  $254,295,865.77.  The  increase 
in  the  amount  outstanding  on  December  31,  1941,  as  compared  with 
September  30,  1941,  was  $397,548,260.93. 

During  the  entire  period  from  the  organization  of  the  Corporation 
on  February  2,  1932,  to  December  31,  1941,  inclusive,  the  Corpora- 
tion made  authorizations,  aggregating  $14,215,933,882.33.  Of  this 
amount  $2,404,933,972.97  was  later  withdrawn  or  canceled,  and 
$9,465,949,839.04  was  disbursed.  Repayments  and  other  reductions 
amounted  to  $6,527,666,973.63,  of  which  $282,825,766.70  represents 
cancelation  of  the  Corporation's  notes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  act  approved  February  24,  1938,  equivalent  to  the  balance  of  the 
amounts,  disbursed  for  relief  and  work  relief  under  title  I  of  the 
Emergency  Relief  and  Construction  Act  of  1932,  as  amended.  This 
left  $2,938,282,865.41  outstanding  on  the  books  of  the  Corporation  at 
the  close  of  December  31,  1941. 

In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  outstanding  on  December  31, 
1941,  agreements  to  make  authorizations,  totaling  $2,457,335,532.17, 
upon  the  performance  of  specified  conditions,  as  shown  in  table  1, 
part  IV. 

SECURITIES    PURCHASED    FROM    PUBLIC    WORKS    ADMINISTRATION,    FED- 
ERAL   WORKS    AGENCY 

Under  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1935,  ap- 
proved June  19,  1934,  and  the  Public  Works  Administration  Extension 
Act  of  1937,  approved  June  29,  1937,  the  Corporation  during  the 
fourth  quarter  of  1941,  purchased  $500,000  net  face  amount  of  market- 
able securities  from  the  Public  Works  Administration,  Federal  W^orks 
Agency  (formerly  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public 
Works). 

From  June  19,  1934,  to  December  31,  1941,  inclusive,  securities 
having  a  par  value  of  $694,739,787.58  were  purchased  from  the  Ad- 
ministration. Of  this  amount,  securities  having  a  par  value  of  $520,- 
395,793.99  were  sold  at  a  premium  of  $14,454,283.55  (including  se- 
curities having  a  par  value  of  $75,047,293.83  sold  to  issuers  prior  to 
maturity  at  a  premium  of  $404,186.47).  Securities  having  a  par 
value  of  $140,823,727.38  were  held  at  the  close  of  business  December 
31,  1941.  In  addition,  the  Corporation  had  agreed  to  purchase,  to 
be  held  and  collected  or  sold  at  a  later  date,  such  part  of  securities 
having  an  aggregate  par  value  of  $3,230,000  as  the  Administration  is 
in  a  position  to  deliver  from  time  to  time.
